New Brockton town officials urge 
citizens to follow trash pickup rules 


Ihe New. Brockton’ Town 
Council urged ciuzens Monday 
ceyening, Dec. 6, during its regu- 
lar monthly meeting to adhere to 
rules and regulations. regarding 
trdsh pickup (leaves, limbs, 
stra, ete. and/or Jandfill), 

Mayor Charles Cole said 
ome residents had expressed 
concer regarding trash pickup. 
He suid those residents wanted 
to know why their trash had not 
been picked up, and the answer 
iS Uhal trash is not Ie proper- 
ly separated. 

According to street depart- 
ment officials, there are two 
kinds of trash picked up by the 
town - leave and limbs and land- 
hill. (Household garbage pickup 
is handled by Arrow in the Town 
of New Brockton). These two 
types of trash must be separated 
because they go to two different 
place 

Leaves, grass and pine straw 
must be bagged. Limbs cannot 
exceed 4" in diameter and 4° in 
Jength 


Landtill trash consists of 


items such as metal, wood, 


' glass, plastic and old appliances, 


It is also picked up at a separate 
time from leave and limb trash 
(Wednesday only). 

Cole said he and street depart- 
ment officials have been looking 
into the trash matters, and there 
is a list of residences on file at 
the town hall office of those not 
Separating their trash properly. 
He said counci] members should 
check that list if someone from 
their district complains about 
trash pickup. 

All officials agreed that until 
the people do what they are sup- 
posed to do by separating the 
trash, the town can not do what 
it is supposed to do. 

Also during Monday 
evening's meeting, the street 
department supervisor presented 
council members with a pro- 
posed list for trash pickup. 
Council members previously 
agreed that a specific order of 
pickup needed to be established 
before the town begins charging

The Brantley Bulldogs saw their quest for the 2004 state football 
championship end Friday night as the Sweet Water Bulldogs rolled 
up 426 yards in total offense to roll to a surprising 34-20 semifinal 
win over the visiting Bulldogs from Crenshaw County.

. Growing Herbs in Containers 


There are several excellent 
reusons to prow herbs in econ 
tainers. Some herbs such as 
mints, oregano, comfrey, and 
horsetail can be invasive in the 
garden and ure easier to conuol 
in pots, In many areas of 
Alabama, chalky soils with a 
high pH make herbs difficult, it 
hol impossible, to grow. Pots 
can be placed in convenient 
locutions close to the kitchen 
and can be eusily sheltered in 
Winter, Container grown herbs 
can be quite beautiful and make 
ttaclive accent pieces in gar 
dens and entrance ways and on 
porches and balconies, 
Containers 

Containers may be made ot 
clay, wood, plastic, metal, or 
other materials. They should be 
large enough to support fully 
grown herbs, have plenty of 
holes in the bottom for adequate 
‘drainage, and never have held 
products that would be toxie to 
people or plants. 

Remember that drainage can 
be hindered when the container 
is set on a solid flat surface. 
Raising the container an inch off 
the surface will help maintain 
drainage
